writer docs not seem to know any thing about 
its practical operation, himself, but has 
picked up some statements about it from an 
English periodical, and Rives them. Its 
main idea is not only tho licensing of thof:nlo 
of lifjiiars, but the having them sold BO 
cheap ns to be without profit to tho retailer, 
his wages for tho ncrvit-cu being paid out of 
n charity fund, with tho usual provision for 
not selling to minors or intoxicated persons. 
Wo do uot like lo ridicule any honest at- 
tempt lo suppress drunkenness; find,if such 
a plan as that (mould over bo provided for 
by law, wo should give tbe law onrbest sup- 
port, the same ri9 wo now do prohibition; 
but certainly anything ou the face of it 
which displays more ignorance of American 
society, of Yankee human nature-, nnd of 
tho difficulties of carrying out law, never 
entered tbo head of Iho wildcat prohibition 
fanatic. 


Of course in all those criticiKins wo have no 


question about the sincerity of Iho work, or 
that it is written truly in what tho author 
conceives tu bo tho interests of temperance. 
No man is to bo condemned fin opposed lo 
temperance bocfuiHQ ho IH nn nntt-prohibi- 
tiouist.
